Hoover Tells How 
He Opposed Truman 
Decision On 'Spy' 


WASHINGTON (B—Sen. 
Jenner 
(R-Ind.) said today his Senate in­ 
ternal security subcommittee was 
about ready to close the controver­ 
sial Harry Dexter White case and 
move on into other probes. 
The final climax of the White 
case came yesterday when J. Ed­ 
gar Hoover, head of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, disclos­ 
ed before the committee that he 
opposed, but bowed to, former 
President Truman’s decision to 
keep White on the government 
payroll. 
In what for him w 's precedent- 
breaking testimony,

that he advised against retaining 
White, who had been named in an 
FBI report as a spy suspect. 
The ruddy-faced

director 
said firmly he had never commit­ 
ted his agency to any such arrange­ 
ment for it was “not within 
my 
purview.” He said FBI efforts to 
keep an eye on White were hamp­ 
ered after Truman let White’s ap­ 
pointment as U. S. director of the

“AT NO TIME was the FBI a 
party to an agreement to promote 
Harry Dexter White and at no time 
did the FBI give its approval to 
such an arrangement.”

Soviets Fear 
Own Peoples 
CLEVELAND 
LB-Secretary 
of 
.State Dulles said 
today 
Russian 
rulers have refused to talk with 
the West about European problems 
because of fear for their control 
over their own peoples. 
“ The Soviet rulers have retreat­ 
ed into a diplomatic defensive,” the 
secretary 
declared. 
“ The 
free 
world now' has the diplomatic and 
moral initiative.” 
Dulles, in a speech prepared for 
the annual convention of the CIO, 
said he 
hoped 
the 
free nations 
would “ sustain that initiative 
by 
being ready to talk about any con­ 
crete point of deference—whether 
it be in Europe 
or in 
Asia, 
or 
whether it be in relation to arm a­ 
m ent.” 
But he cautioned that a desire 
to 
confer 
with 
the 
Russians 
“ should not 
lead 
us 
to 
confer 
where the 
only 
probable 
result 
would be an apparent moral ap­ 
proval of the K rem lin’s rule over 
the peoples of 15 once-independent 
nations.” 
Dulles said it is his belief that 
the examples of progress and ac­ 
complishment in 
the free 
world 
would ultimately cause 
the 
col­ 
lapse of Soviet control over what 
he 
called 
“ the 
captive 
world 
front.” He said it is neither neces- 
I sary nor desirable “ that we should 
try to foment violent revolution.” 
It was in this 
connection that 
Dulles claimed a clear victory for 
the United 
States, 
Britain 
and 
France in 
their 
diplomatic 
ex­ 
change with Russia, beginning last 
July, over their proposal for a Big 
Four foreign ministers meeting to 
unify Germany and establish Aus- 
i tria’s independence. In a note Nov. 
3 the Russians in effect rejected 
the specific proposal, insisting that 
first there must be agreement to 
meet with the Chinese Communists 
on world problems, and that the 
Western 
nations 
must 
abandon 
their joint defense arrangements. 
Dulles said that the real truth is 
that “ that the Soviet rulers are 
gravely preoccupied with the mood 
of the captive w orkers” behind the 
Iron Curtain.

tails. 
For this purpose, a Council com­ 
mittee was appointed and a confer­ 
r e n c e was scheduled here for Wed­ 
nesday night. The spokesmen for 
the Columbus firm agreed to 
turn for the meeting. 
While no definite decisions 
parently have been made, it 
peared certain the city court 
sions vvill be held in Council cham­ 
bers on the second floor of City 
Hall. Penn suggested that some of 
the other rooms on the same floor 
may be used for a clerk’s office 
Cptnd judge’s chambers. He pointed 
out Council will have to appropri­ 
ate money for city court supplies 
“ and salaries.”

A DIRE POSSIBILITY 
ACCORDING TO ONE writer on world 
affairs, the time is not in sight when the 
free world will be at ease in the struggle 
with the Communsit world. In another gen­ 
eration the struggle may be fiercer on a 
non-military front. 
In his book, “Fire in the Ashes,” Theo­ 
dore H. White says bluntly that Soviet in­ 
dustry has made greater percentage gains 
since the war than any other country, in­ 
cluding the United States. Russia will not 
overtake this country soon, but there is a 
distinct threat that in two or three decades 
Russia may be the world’s prime indus­ 
trial power. 
On the road to that goal Russia can do 
a number of things. It can create sufficient 
industrial capacity to give Russian and 
satellite peoples a standard of living com­ 
parable to that of the free world. T h a t 
would minimize the possibility of popular 
revolt in the Communist lands. Then Rus­ 
sia may be able to flood world markets 
with cheap surplus goods. That could play 
havoc with the economics of the U. S. 
It is a dire possibility which will not nec­ 
essarily come true. The Soviet masters 
have not shown the slightest genius f o r 
good relations with their peoples. Unless it 
changes its ways the Kremlin will continue 
to kick people around, intimidate them and 
fail to win that loyalty upon which healthy 1 
industries and stable governments are 
based. 


BASIC APPROACH 
WHILE DISCONTENTMENT prevails in 
rural America over farm price declines, 
the government is attacking at the point 
where help is nedeed most. That is the dis­ 
posal of surpluses abroad. 
The government will spend more than 
$175 million on surpluses which it will re­ 
sell abroad, taking the currencies of other 
countries and using those currencies in the 
foreign aid program. This is under the Mu­ 
tual Security Act which allows as much as 
$250 million for such purposes. 
As wheat, cotton, corn, beef, dairy prod­ 
ucts, vegetable oils, tobacco, fruits and oth­ 
er surplus commodities are sold and 
francs, lire, pesos or other currencies of 
friendly countries taken in payment, t h e 
money will be used for military and eco­ 
nomic aid in those countries. It is required 
that these sales be made in additional m ar­ 
kets and not replace any existing markets. 
Thus there will be an expansion of farm 
markets in Europe, Asia and Latin Amer­ 
ica because dollar short countries will be 
able to buy more American food and fiber. 
This is the fundamental approach to 
farm improvement—the increase of m ar­ 
ket outlets. If the plan succeeds there will 
be reduction of surpluses in this country.

San Francisco, Nov. 17—A new phrase 
has come into existence, namely, “Scien­ 
tific Atheistic Knowledge," and it is actual­ 
ly being advocated. I quote from the “So- 
vetskaya Moldavia" and these are the 
words of Professor N . A. Ilin: 
“The dissemination of scientific-atheistic 
knowledge must play an important role in 
the working people’s Communist educa­ 
tion, in cleansing from people's minds cap­ 
italist survivals, the prejudices and harm ­ 
ful traditions of the old society. . .Relig­ 
ious survivals still remain in the minds of 
many of our people, especially in the rural 
areas, and without comprehensive, scien­ 
tific rebuttal of religious tales, myths and 
fabrications, without explaining religion’s 
true historical and economic roots, it will 
be impossible to ensure the people’s cultur­ 
al growth.” 
In the current relaxation from excite­ 
ment over the ideological struggle in the 
world, the tendency is to become more tol­ 
erant of fundamental differences. In o u r 
true quest for peace, we turn from disturb­ 
ing antagonisms in the hope that some way# 
can be found to reconcile the irreconcil­ 
able, to discover a bridge over the chasm 
of divergent thought. 
We cannot desert God for peace and that 
is what we are asked to do. How can there 
be peace without morality and how can 
there be morality without God? 
Professor Ilin, as a Marxist, accepts a 
materialistic interpretation of man and so­ 
ciety and therefore for him no problems of 
morality present themselves. His ideas of 
life are determined only by the pressures 
of necessity. 
To understand the treatment of prison­ 
ers of war in Korea, it is essential to realize 
that religion and morality are one and that 
those who reject God can brutalize them­ 
selves so that the commission of an atroc­ 
ity involves no greater resistance to con­ 
science than the extermination of bedbugs. 
In recent years, such atrocities have only 
been committed by the Nazis and the Com­ 
munists, the two godless powers in Euro­ 
pean life. The Nazis destroyed human life j 
scientifically; the Communists do not both­ 
er about the method so long as the end, 
which is the removal of the impediments 
to their progress, is attained. When prison­ 
ers of war are in the way, if their main­ 
tenance is costly, if they require care and 
treatment—liquidate them! 
War is an ugly business at best; at worst 
it is bestial. Nevertheless, during the 19th 
and the early patt of the 20th centuries, 
considerable progress was made in lessen­ 
ing the inhumanity of war, particularly in 
the treatment of prisoners. Recognizing 
that soldiers do not have any voice in de­ 
ciding whether wars take place; that they 
do not select the enemy and usually bear 
him no malice; that theirs but to do or die, 
the more civilized nations have accepted a 
code for the treatment of those men who 
are caught in the trap of international poli­ 
tics and are separated from their country­ 
men by the failures of strategy of o t h e r 
men s devising. The Geneva Convention 
stands as a monumental record of a moral 
way of life.

Once th e m echanism of a 
drug is known, m any of the un­ 
desirable side effects can then be 
elim inated. 


To E nable Study 


In order to find out how these 
substances do th e ir work, a t­ 
tem pts were m ade to make them 
radioactive, since radioactive sub­ 
stances can be studied and m eas­ 
ured easily. T h is finally has been 
accom plished w ith cortisone and 
hydrocortisone. T he radioactivity 
will not affect th e ir use in tre a t­ 
ing m any diseases, but It will 
offer a new type of scientific in ­ 
vestigation of how they work. 
This m ay la te r lead to new and 
more adequate uses of these two 
drugs. 
The radioactivation of these 
preparations w as accomplished 
by m eans of a com plicated scien­ 


tific process In w hich a horm one 
know n as progesterone was m ade 
radioactive. It was th en formed 
in to cortisone and tagged with a 
radioactive elem ent. 
Action in C ertain Diseases 
T he action of these horm ones 
in such diseases as a rth ritis, can ­ 
cer, asthm a, and o thers can now 
be followed. 
It Is to be hoped th a t these 
studies will ald in determ ining 
in Just w hat p a rt of the body 
these new substances have their 
effect. 
In this way, It m ay be possible 
to im prove th eir action so th a t 
they can actually do m ore to re­ 
lieve arth ritis and various other 
disorders. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. E. S.: I have had excessive 
m enstrual bleeding due to tfie 
m enopause and have had all 
types of tests show ing th a t the 
m enopause Is th e only cause for 
th e excessive bleeding.
